Grants sought to restore the 
Everglades Inn, other projects

The Pahokee Commission 
approved two grant appli- 
cations to the. Developing 
Regions Grant program to 
assist local entrepreneurs in 
revamping an historic land- 
mark and establishing a manu- 
facturing .company--to- employ 
local residents. *, 

City Manager Ken Schenck 
told the commissioners the city 


has used the . Developing 
Region grant in-the past for 
facade improvements, 
rehabbing 15 different 


businesses, and the city still 
has $20,000 from last year's 
grant that could be used: for 
that purpose. 

Mr. Schenck proposed the 
city apply for a $21,666 core 
grant to assist Santiago Boyn- 
ton and Susan Steckney with 
the initial rehabilitation of the 
Everglades Inn, which they 
recently purchased, and plan to 
restore as a bed and breakfast.

Therapies and cures that are 
considered old-fashioned often 
have real medicinal value. 
Researchers like Dr. Plotkin 
are trying to find out not just if 
a natural remedy works, but if 
it does, why it does.

Crime Prevention 

Crime prevention is the anticipation, recogni- 
tion and appraisal of crime risk and the initia- 
tion of some action to reduce that risk. Radford 
University criminal justice professor and safety 
expert Tod Burke says crime prevention is a 
proactive stance against becoming a victim with- 
out making yourself paranoid and turning your 
house into a fortress. 

To begin, check out your doors. "If there is any 
glass within reach of the door knob make sure 
your lock is a double cylinder deadbolt which 
requires a key on both sides of the door. Most 
burglars don't.break glass when people.are home 
and usually won't choose the front door. If.you're 
-at home keep the key to the deadbolt near the 


. door region but out of arms reach," Burke says. 


A single cylinder deadbolt is bést when there is 
no glass near the doorknob. The deadbolt should 
have at least a one inch throw bolt that goes into 
the frame of the door, any. shorter and the thief: 


deadbolts should be case hardened steel 
make sure your door and frame is sturdy, adds Burke. 

A sliding glass door is the most vulnerable and 
can easily be lifted off the track. "Homeowners 
can install a security bar for those doors and 
.. drill in-serews in the upper track area which will 
allow the door to slide but not be lifted out," 
Burke says. 

Windows are also ectnerable: "The clam shell 
locks on most windows are easy to jimmy Open,” 


says Burke, "and are very vulnerable." Burke - 


suggests carefully drilling holes tn the window 
frame at an angle and inserting roofing nails in

For that reason it is important that 
each individual know his or her 
own HIV status,” Ms. Schaffer 
said. 

Ms, Schaffer told the students 
HIV’ is transmitted through the 
` exchange of four basic bodily fluids: 
vaginal fluids, semen, breast. milk 
and blood through the skin or 
mucuous membranes, if the tissue 
is torn or abraided.
